STREAMS SAVE FORESTS 


Says Mississippi Should Be 
Made Loop of the 
Sea. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—President 
Roosevelt in a special message to Con- 
gress today inland waterways de- 
velopment, urges “prompt and decisive 
action’ by Congress, and declares that 
improvement should begin with the Mis- 
sissippi. River and its tributaries. 

“The Mississippi should be made a 
loop of the sea,"’ he says, ‘‘and work 
uvon it should be begun at the earliest 
possible moment. Only less important is 
the Atlantic inner passage, parts of 
which are already under way. The in- 
ner passages along the Gulf coast should 
be extended and connected with the At- 
lantic waters. 

“The need for the developing of the 
Pacific coast rivers is not less pressing. 
Our people are united in support of 
immediate adoption of a progressive 
policy of inland waterways develop- 
ment.” 

These paragraphs @e the keynote of 
the President's message and of the pre- 
liminary report of the Inland Water- 
ways Commission which was sent with 
the message to Congress. 

Gen. MeKenzie Dissents. 

Alexander Mackenzie in a sep- 
report, uissents from this. view. 
he says, that all 
Sulijects are clearly and necessarily as. 
sociated with the-subject of channel im- 
and interstate commerce. 
He tirinks there should be further in- 
vestigation, especially of legal questions, 
before all are included in the program. 

“If ‘the coth 9 errs at all,”” says the 
President in his message, “it is by over- 
conservatism.”’ 

“The -report shows,’ says the mes- 
‘gage, “‘ihat ecommerce -was driven from 
the Mississippi -by the railroads. While 
production was limited, the railways, 
with their convenient -terminals, gave 
quicker and more satisfactory service 
than the, waterways. Later, they pre- 
vented the restoration of river traffic 
by keéping down their rates along the 
vivers, recouphrg themselves by higher 
charges elsewheré. They also acquired 
water fronts and terminals to an ex- 
tent which made water competition fm- 
possible. «Throughout the country the 
railways have secured such control of 
canals and steamboat lines that today 
inland waterway transportation 4s large- 
ly in their hands.” 7 

Hits Water Power Monopoliata. 

The message recommends a ‘deep 
channel from the lakes to the gulf and 
another along the Atlantic and’ gulf 
coasts as of value in the national de- 
fense. THey will, says the Hresident, 
also relieve the freight congéstien and 
stop the absorption of the natural fe- 
sources of the country by monopolies, 

“Among tliese monopolies, as the re- 
pert of the Commission points out,” 
@ays the message, “there is no other 
that threatens or has ever threatened, 
such intojerable interference with the 
daily jife of the people as the consolida- 
thon of companies controlling water 
power. 

“Wo rights involving ‘water power 
shoul be granted to any corporations 
in perpetuity, but only for time suffictent 
te allow them to conduct their business 
profitably. A reasonable charge should, 
of course, be made for valuable rights 
and privileges which they obtain from 
the National Government,” 

Favors Concrete General Pian. 

Regarding the creation of a permanent

our iron. 

'“Forest preservation, without 
river improvement cannot be permanent, 
will at the same time help to postpone 
the threatened timber famine, and will 
secure Mis against a total dearth of tim 
ber by providing for perpetuation of tre 
remuining wood!ainas. 

“Adequate funds should be provided, 
by bond issue if necessary,”’ says the 
message, ‘“‘and the work should be de- 
layed no longer.”’ 

Report of the Commission. 

The report of the commission opens 
with the statement that there are 25,000 
of navigated river in mainland 
United States and as many more that 
are navigable or might be made so by 
impr ovement, There are about 2500 miles 
of navigable canals and a like amount of 
sounds, bays and bayous readily connect. 
ible by canals less than 1000 miles in 
length to form inner passages paral- 
leling the Atlantic and Gulf coasts. 
These waterways lie in 42 states 

The report points out that now the 
control of these matters is divided 
among the departments of War, In- 
terior, Agriculture and Commerce and 
Labor. A means of bringing all under 
one head is recommended by the forma- 
tion of a permanent commission.

fact that cows are milked in many St. 
Louis dairies in the same barns where 
they are housed and cleaned, according 
to Dr. Albert Merrell, president of the 
St. Louis Pure Milk Commission. 

He says all datries should have a 
special building for the milking of cows, 
separate from the building in which 
the cows are housed. 

Impurities From Surroundings. 

Dr. Merrell states that the observa- 
tions of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
of the United States Government show 
that impurities are transferred to the 
milk from filthy conditions with which 
cows are surrounded. It is for this 
reason that he urges separate and clean 
buildings for milking. 

“If all dairymen wou!d stable and 
clean their cows in one building and 
then take them into a separate build- 
ing that is clean to milk, @he quality 
of the product would be greatly im- 
proved generally,’’ the doctor says. 


‘Semi-Annual Inspection. 
Dr. Merrell says that the report of 


the Bureau of Animal Industry shows 
that tuberculosis exists among dairy 
cattle to such an extent that he thinks 
the herds which supply St. Louis should 
»e inspected at least twice a year to pro- 
tect the health of St. Louis milk drink- 
ers, particularly children. 

Dr. Merrell- says that the certified 
milk now made at the laboratory of the 
Commission, 1726 North Thirteenth 
street, is the best that can be produced, 
‘nut that with experience the Commis- 
sion may be able to produce even bet- 
ter milk. 

He reports that between five thousand 
and six thousand gallons of certifieu 
milk are sold in St. Louis every month, 
a part by dairy companies. 

Favors Date on Bottles. 

‘“T am in favor of having every bottle 
of certified miik sold stamped with the 
date on which it was drawn from the 
cow,”’ said Dr. Merrell. ‘‘This would 
enable every purchaser to know exactly; 
the kind of milk he is getting. 

‘“T am also in favor of having the cer- 
tified milk bottles that are collected 
from houses where there have been con- 
tagious diseases taken up by a separate 
wagon and not by the wagon that de- 
livers the certified milk. This is in or- 
der to avoid any possible contamina- 
tiorn.”’ ”

Prohibition was attacked by speakers 
at the banquet given by the Manufac- 
turers’ and Merchants’ Association at 


the Souftflern Hotel Tuesday evening, 
and declared to be a fantasy, impossi- 
ble of accomplishment. 

Declaring that prohibition does not 
prohibit and that it is impossible to 
abolish. the appetities of men by legis- 
lation, Rabbi Samuel Sale said that 
prohibition would “create a brewery in 
every home and require an army of 
secret service agents to break up illicit 
stills in American households.’’ 

High License Advocated. 

The prohibitionist was advised by 
Rabbi Sale to turn his efforts from the 
liquor traffic to improving the economic 
and sanitary conditions of the poor ‘“‘in 
the true Christian spirit.’’ 

The Rev. G. R. Dodson of the Unity 
Church advocated fewer and higher 
class saloons and higher licenses, rather 
than “ineffectual prohibition.’’ 

Dr. Joseph L. Boehm spoke of the 
need of alcohol to the medical profes- 
sion and declared that it is ranked as 
a food. He pointed to the Germans as 
an example of a people noted for long- 





evity who are moderate, drinkers. 
Lawyer Fears ' Loss. 

Attorney Isaac H. Lionberger de- 
clared that he could see no necessity for 
such radical measures as those the pro- 
hibitionists propose. He said that pro- 
hibition would work incalculable loss 
in business and great barcentp on the 
working classes. 

The St. Louis Manufacturers and 
Merchants’ Association was recently or- 
ganized to conduct a State-wide cam- 
paign against prohibition.

Capt. McCulloch, general manager of 
the company, says that though the com- 
pany loses money!in handling the mails, 
it is disposed to give every facility to 
the Postoffice Department. The new 


cars will be 30 feet long, 10 feet longer 

than those now in use. It is thought

Action Voluntary Says Wyman.

Co. in building these cars was volun- 
tary,’’ said Postmaster Wyman. “The 
departme nt has never entered one word 
of complaint of the service, nor has it 
ever written a word in the shape of a 
demand of any kind. It has not been 
necessary. The service furnished to the 
Postal Department in St. Louis by the 
company has been perfect. 

“A jJonger car has been found to be 
necessary to take care of the steadily 
increasing quantity of mail now being 
handled by this office. The United 
Railways Co. has volunteered to build 
the longer cars from time to time as 
the old ones wear out, and their instal- 
lation was not on a demand from the 
department for better service.”’

Reared in a family in which she was 
the only daughter, Helen Iles longed for 
the independence of her four brothers. 
She wanted to be a boy. Fine fun ft 
would be, she fancied, not to be hedged 
In by the restrictions that present day 
ethics have thrown about girls. 

She knew that boys had girl sweet- 
hearts and sent them candy and flowers 
and took them to matinees. She couldn't 
be a boy, but she thought it would be 
amusing to pretend to be and to act 


tovards girls as boys do. 

When she went to work in a Chicago 
telephone exchange, two years ago, she 
met a girl about the same age—l6é— 
named Anna Cogger. 

Helen made a ‘‘chum” of Anna and 
lavished attentions on her. When Helen 
came to St. Louis several months ago, 
she continued to correspond with Anna 
and occasionally sent her presents. 

Meanwhile Helen took a fancy to a 
girl with whom she worked at the For- 
est Exchange of the Bell Telephone Co. 
here and began treating her attentively. 
Not only did Helen spend some of her 
‘“rest’’ time talking to her, but she took 
her to matinees, too. 

Makes Anna A Visit. 

Recently Helen took a vacation and 
went to Chicago to see Anna. When 
she reiurned she found that the other 
“hello girls’ at the Forest Exchange 
had been talking about her during her 
absence. 

‘The night I went back 
Helen told a Post-Dispatch 
“one of the girls said to me: 

‘* ‘Helen, are you a boy?’ 

“ ‘Certainly not,’ I told her. 
ought to know that’s foolish.’ 

‘The next night when I went to the 
exchange, Miss Zoe Byrnes, the night 
chief, called me to her. 

“"The girls think you are a boy,’ 
Zoe said. ‘I don’t believe it, but I don't 
think anything could make them change 
their opinion. I think you’d better re- 
sign.’ ’’ 

Since then Helen Iles has not been a 
‘*hello”’ girl. In the two weeks inter- 
vening, she has made her home with 
her mother and stepfather, Mr. and Mrs. 
I. W. Pitkin, at 912 St. Clair avenue, 
East St. Louis. 

She and her mother are angry over 
publications recently that Helen was 
discharged because she was a boy 
masquerading in girl’s clothing. 

Says Other Girls Are Jealous. 

‘‘These stories ahout Helen were start- 
ed,’’ Mrs. Pitkin said, ‘“‘because she hdti 
better clothes than the other girls at 
the exchange and Other girls she knows, 
and because she has more culture and 
education than they have. Helen had 
silk petticoats that I made for her my- 
self, and other fine articles of dress and 
she has an education in music and art 
and literature.’’ 

“IT liked Anna Cogger,’”’ Helen add- 
ed, “and [ treated her like a girl ought 
to treat a chum. And I did take one of 
the Forest exchange girls to matinees. 
But is that astonishing? I did not 
spoon with them or make love to them. 
No, indeed."’ 

And quickly she added: 
them were pretty enough.” 

Mrs. Pitkin says Helen never cared for 
boys, though she wished often that she 
was one. 

Friends of the girl say her habit of 
pulling up her sleeve and displaying her 
“muscle,"’ after the manner of a school- 
boy, started the story that she was a 
boy. She is still proud of her “muscle,”’ 
and displayed it when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called at her home. 

Miss Iles is 18 now, although she 
looks younger. She is rather a serious- 
looking girl with blue eyes and brown 
hair. She has an income of $50 a month, 
her mother declares, from a 526-acre 
farm in Sangamon County, IIl., near 
Iles Station. It was left her by her 
father, who died when Helen was 22 
months old, Mrs. Pitkin says. 

Is Musician and Artist. 

Mrs. Pitkin states that she spent $500 
on a musical course for her daughter at 
Bryn Mawr, the fashionable girls’ fin- 
ishing school in Pennsylvania. She 
says Helen was also educated at a con- 
vent in St. Louis. Miss Iles says she 
has long had an ambition to write. She 
has some talent as an artist and on 
the walls of her room are a number of 
sketches she made of which her mother 
is proud 

That Helen Iles has enjoyed educa- 
tional advantages is evident from her 
language. It is the kind employed by 
persons of good breeding and culture. 
At the same time it was her language 
that caused her to cease saying “hello” 
at the Forest exchange. Thaffic Mana- 
ger J. W. Thompson of the Bell com- 
pany says she was discharged for ta)lk- 
ing too much and telling too many 
stories. He says she used her knowledge 
of the English language to notify her 
fellow “hello girla” that she was a boy 
and that she had killed three men in 
Chicago. 

“Look at me,” the tiny Helen said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter with a show 
of disgust, “and see if you think I would 
tefl such stories as that. Really, I 
never did.’ 

Miss Iles says henceforth she is going 
to be satisfied to be “just a girl.”

Staggers to Street on Recover- 
ing and Tells of Mid- 
night Assault. 





A remarkable story of an attack made 
vepon him by masked men at midnight 
in his bachelor quarters at 7611 Polk 
street was told to the police Wednesday 
Ly August Sick, 62 years old. 

tle says that after he was struck with 
a sandbag, beaten and robbed he lay 
ul conscious on the floor for 16 hours. 

In the neighborhood of his home Sick 
is known by the nickame of “Steam.” 

He says that shortly before midnight 
Monday he heard someone in the second- 
floor hall outside his room calling: 

Wore Black Masks. 

“Steam, O, Steam!” 

He opened the door and three men 
pushed him aside and walked into the 
room. All of them wore black masks. 
One of the men sat on the bed, an- 
other on a chair and the third stood 
near the door. . 
No word was spoken. The three men 
looked straight at Sick, solemnly shook 
t.eir heads and made queer signs with 
ti:eir fingers. * This pantomime, he says, 
lasted more than a minute. 

He could not understand the signs, and 
when he was about to ask them what 
(hey meant, the man who had been sit- 
ting on the chair jumped up and struck 
him on the head with a sandbag. 

Knocked Unconscious, 

Stunned, but not unconscious, he fell 
to the floor. The three men pounced 
upon him. One of them took 75 cents 
from the pocket of his shirt and the 
others then beat him into insensibility. 
In the struggle a stove and several 
chairs were knocked over, Sick says. 
When he regained consciousness he 
staggered into the street. He met Po- 
iceman Gleason and told his story. 

Gleason reports that he went to the 
room and found the stove and chairs 
overturned. He also saw scratches on 
Sick’s face and a bump on top of his 
head. 

Early Thursday six men living in the 
neighborhood were arrested on suspi- 
cion, but they were released when Sick 
failed to identify any of them.

It was urged in the Standard Oil case and in 
the Great Northern case that this repeal grant- 
ed immunity to all who had committed offenses 
under the act that had been rescinded. The Su- 
preme Court, sustaining the view taken by Judge 
Landis as to Standard Oil, ruled otherwise. It
